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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-8, 27-28, 52,54-56,58-73 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, DeMarcken (US 6,295,521) and Karch (US 6,442,537), fail to 
disclose basing values for a requirement template on candidate set of travel options, as 
now recited in independent claims 1,52, and 56 and as successfully argued to the BPAI, 
according to in the BPAI decision mailed 2/12/07. 

The respctive dependent claims inherit the allowable claims through 
dependency.
